Petroleum Found in Rock- 
cast County. 

The Rockcastle Oil and Gas Co., 
composed of the following named 
members: D. N. Williams, C. C. 

Williams, M. C. Williams and R. G. 
Williams, have leased six thousand 
and six hundred , acres of land in 
different localities in the counties 
of Rockcastle an 4 . Pulaski, and in 
territory which is "con^dered in 
good locations for the development 
of petroleum and' gas. The com- 
pany will capitalize their stock at 
fifty thousand dollars. In 1865, a{ 
well was started on the west fork 
of. Skaggs creek and was drilled 
about eight hundred feet and from 
some cause, the person w’ho was j 
drilling the well had to quit opera- i 
tions, but had struck some oil, and 
today there is oil rising in the well 
and runs out upon the surface, and 
now, people who are strangers, 
come to that well, and get samples 
of the oil, and as far back as 1830 
old man Kincaid drilled a well 300 
feet deep on Brushy creek for salt 
water and struck oil at that depth, 
and a great quantity of oil rose to 
the surface and covered the ground 
for some distance around the w'ell. 
*]^hey did not know, then ‘‘what 
the stuff” was as they called it, 
and there is, today, many surface 
indications of oil in different lo- 
calities in Rockcastle county. A 
well is now being put down in 
Rockcastle by the Mt. Sterling 
Oil & Gas Co., on the headwaters 
of Copper creek, and we learn the 
company is in fine spirits and be- 
nfieviTlhcy' will strike oil, bave^nly 
drilled up to this time about 200 
feet, having struck considerable 
salt water, and thd prospects are 
' good for a number of other wells to 
' be put down in the county soon. 

’ Why not Rockcastle in as good 
territory for oil as Wayne county? 
It is in the oil belt extending from 
the oil fields of Pennsylvania to the 
Beaumont, Texas, oil fields.
